SHOCKS LAST FOR 18 SECONDS |

Italy Causes Widspread Dnmcdon-i
Hospitals, Prisons, and Barracks
Wrecked—Known Dead 370.

|
Rome, Sept. 8.—All Italy is suffering

from a terrible depression because of the

news from the south, where one of the
worst earthquakes ever experienced oc-
eurred today, The worst news is from |
Pizgo and Monteleone and 18 villages
which are sald to have been completely
destroyed, According to the Iatest news
170 persons were killed and a great num-
ber injured,

The shock was felt at 2:55 o'clock
this morning. Scenes of indeseribable
terror ensured, Women aroused from
their sleep rusled half clothedgnto the
streets screaming with fear, carrying
their  babies, dragging  their other
children, and calling for help on the Ma-
donno and the Saints,

The men escaped into the open with
tehir families and all were calling on
favorite saints for protection. Troops
and doctors have been hurried to the
scene of the disaster to assist in the
work of rescue and salvage.

The ministery of the interior has sent
£4,000 for the relief of the destiture and
the minister of public works left for
Calabrin this evening.

The
towns of Pizzo, Monteleone di Calabria
and Martierano were almost entirely de-
stroyed. At Monteleone di Calabria sev-
en persons were killed outright and
many were injured by the oollapse of
the prison here, The Plzo district is
said to be almost entirely destroyed.

Locally the shocks lasted 18 seconds,
The walls of the bospital here collspsed
and some of the patients were injured.
The inhabitants of this city fled panie-
stricken from their houses,

All the houses at Stefaconi have been
wrecked by the earthquake. It is feared
that 100 people are buried in the ruins.
The villages of Pizzeopio and Triparni
bave been destroyed,

Girave news continues to arrive from
Pizzo, Monteleone di Calabria and Mar-

terano, which have been almost de-

stroyed by the earthquake. There are
numerous victims, It was hoped that

{the district of Nicastro had escaped,

but that also has been seriously affect-
ed. At Martierano all the buildings
have eollapsed, including the bar-
racks of the gendarmes, Six wounded
men have thus far been taken from the
ruins.

At Pizzeopio all the houses were de-
stroved and 50 persons lost their lives,

At Monteleone many houses were de-
stroyed, and seven persons were Killed.

At San Gregorio 65 persons lost their |

{ lives,

The village of Zammaro is destroyed
entirely.

At Mileto 11 are dead and 200 are in-
jured,

At Cessanisi almost all the houses are
destroyed. The number of dead and
wounded is not known.

The villages of Barntico, San Feo, San
Costantino and Condoni are completely
destroyed, The number of victims in
these places exceeds 50,

At Spilniga one person was killed, At
Santo Nobrio thers are numerous vie-

LOSES JOB

Ordered by President to Turn
Over Government Office.

Public Printer Palmer Has Been Re-
quested to Hand in His Resignation
and Today President Ordered Him to
Turn Office to Foreman Ricketts,

Oyster Bay, Sept. 8.—~President Roose-
velt this afternoom took summary ae-
tion in the case of F. W. Palmer, pub-
lic printer and head of the government
printing office at Washington, by re-
moving him from office,

Last Monday the president directed
Palmer to send in his resignation to
take effect on the 15th instant. At the
<ame time he directed him not to take
any furher action in the cases of Oscar
1. Ricketts, foreman of printing, and L.
. Hay, division foreman in the govern-
ment prioting office, whos resignation
Palmer had requested.

Palmer had given Ricketts and Hay
until Tuesday to show cause why the
charges made against them should not
be operative in removing them from
their positions in event of their failure
to resign.

He was thercfore removed from odee
by telegraph and directed to turn over
the government printing office to fore-
man Rickebls,

The latter's appointment js believed
to be temporary, as the president is not
vet determined as to whom he may ap-
point as successor to Pulmer,
